Any measure that in any way facilitates and 
encourages the final settlement of farm debts 
--instead of merely postponing settlement— 
must be welcome at a time when farm-owners 
are losing their equity in their farms because 
they cannot pay high interest rates out of de- 

flated earnings.

to the good. How far it will accomplish the 
purpose is a matter of conjecture. The weak- 
ness of the scheme is that after the official 


receiver or the board of review has arranged 
the terms of settlement between the farmer and 
his creditors, the farmer is by no means sure 
of being able to get the money if a cash settle- 
ment is required. 

The plan is that the Farm Loan Board will 
advance the money. But the Board can only 


do so if the farmer's equity in his farm is 
adequate security for the loan. Where the 
equity has been eaten up by accumulating 


interest and tax arrears, there will be no basis 
on which to make a loan, and the settlement 
will not ma alize. 

If the scheme is to be made workable it 
would seem to be necessary for the official 
receiver or the board of review to take account 
of the equity the farmer could be supposed to 
have under the proposed terms of settlement, 
and whether that equity would be sufficient to 
get him a loan from the Farm Loan Board. 
That of course would be more or less guess- 
work on the part of the receiver or the board 
of review; but unless these can guess with fair 
accuracy what the Loan Board will do, there 
does not seem to be much prospect that many 
farmers can extricate themselves from their 
predicaments by going through the process of 
getting a paper compr ise with their creditors

The Ductless Glands 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The ductless glands have received so much 
Publicity in the papers and magazines that 
almost everyone is interested in them. Whether 
one is too fat or too thin, tall or short, youthful 
or aged, the giands receive the credit or blame. 

Only a few years ago, the various functions 
of the body were thought to 
be entirely under the control 
of the nervous system, but 
within recent years it has 
been shown that a number of 
the bodily functions are part- 
ly under the control of vari- 
ous chemical substances pro- 
duced in the body by the 
ductless glands. The name 
given to such a secretion of 
the ductless glands is “hor- 
mone,” and it has been 
definitely proven that a hormone produced in a 
gland may influence other parts of the body 
after passage through the blood. 

The ductless glands differ from other glands 
in that they have no exterior duct or tube 
through which they discharge their secretions. 
Their purpose was a mystery for many years 
until it was discovered that they placed im- 
portant substances in the blood as it flowed 
through them. These glands include the thyroid, 
parathyroids, pineal, pituitary, adrenals, etc. 

In a few cases, such as with the adrenals and 
the thyroid, it is possible to discover the actual 
substances released by these glands through 
finding the hormones in the blood as it leaves 
the gland. In other cases, the effect of the gland 
is discovered because removal of the gland 
causes certain bodily changes to occur.

Many a case of acute indigestion 
has come from using such acid fruits as oranges, 
grapefruit, peaches, cherries, apricots, etc., after 
a hearty dinner which contained bread and 
potatoes. These acid fruits are best used by 
themselves—an entire meal being made of one 
kind of fruit. If this does not seem enough for 
a meal, it is often a good plan to use two or 
three glasses of milk at the same time, as this 
combination of fruit and milk makes a very 
nourishing and palatable meal. 
QUESTION—Mrs. M. asks: “Should one with 
leakage of the heart drive an automobile?” 
ANSWER—A leakage of the heart valves is 
not necessarily dangerous, and those suffering 
from this disorder are not the ones who usual- 
ly drop dead from what is called “heart fail- 
ure.” Of course, driving an automobile for 
long distances is very tiring, and this strain 
should not be undergone by anyone who has a 
serious case of heart trouble of any kind

But in 
1934 when the farms of Municipal 
District of Columbia asked the 
so-called farmers’ government of 
Alberta for assistance in order 
that they might procure binder- 
twine to harvest their grain crops. 
The premier is absent and the 
secretary of the premier forgets 
all about the vice-premier and 
unloads the burden on poor Hon 
Hugh Allen, minister of mun‘cipal 
affairs, and then notifies us farm- 
ers to the effect; after we have 
had to sacrifice underweight hogs 
and calves needed for food pur- 
poses this coming winter; to pur- 
chase twine necessary to harvest 
the few acres we have managed 
to clear the heavy bush off here 
in the back woods 

A little over a year ago J. EF 
Brownlee held a meeting close by 
in Iola, When asked by the 
farmers what measures the gov- 
ernment would take to assist 
them to get twine his reply was, 
“If the banks refuse you credit 
then we will undertake to sell 
you twine on credit.” He prob- 
ably suffered from feminitis when 
he made that statement. We were 
refused credit from the banks 
and when we applied to the 
UF.A. government we received a 
reply from Hon. George Hoadley 
after threshing was over, that he 
was very sorry that the commun- 
ication in regards to twine had 
been placed in the wrong depart- 
ment, but he hoped that the issue 
had solved itself in the interval.” 

Such is the attitude of this 
farmers’ government. Fellow 
farmers, bear it in mind when 
the next provincial election 
arrives.
